The l"a_mumu Gun Triek.

Phillp Astley, noted for his eqnes-
trinn amphitheatre, Is sald to have be.
gun life as & soldier, in which eapacity,
when on foreign service with his regi-
ment, he demonstrated his ability as a
eonjuror, by Inventing ths now famnus
gun-trick. This consistain pretending
to fire & pistol londed with ball, and
eatehing the ball on the poiot of s knife.
The explanation of the trick is, that in
the first place the pistol Is secretly load-
ed only with blank oartridge. Io this
harmless sondition Lhe conjorer slips
into It & tin tube which nicely fits it
with ball  Before firlng, the tin tube e
dexterously removed and whon the wea-
pon Is Ored,no harm ensues ; by an in-
stantangous wanouvre the bollet io tri-
nmphaotly exhibited as belog eaught in
the required sitwation. Tt is related
that Astley Invented the trick to save
the effusion of blood at the duel of two
comrades iu the army, for one of whom
Lt noted us second.  Succeedlog ln get-

ting the other man's second to assent to
the Ingentous devies, the dustiists fired
at ench other without effect, sad the af-
falr was amieably adjusted. Very

Mr. Frost mentions two Instances In
which the gun trick proved fatal. One
wis that of a conjurer In Dublin, who
was shot dead by the necidential stobsti-
tution of a real londed pistol for one in
wlhieh the charge was withdeawn, Tha
other took place In Germany, st the
V('r{urmuunu of a conjurer named De-
JAndky.  Heset up his wife to be fired
al by slx saldiors, ench of whom was to
bite the tall off Wia eartridge In charg=
Ing his gun, Heedlesaly, one of tha
soldiers did nob bite the tall off the ball,
and  Madame Deldinsky was shot
through the body. She died on the seo-
ond day after the aneefdent. The entas-
trophe elouded the latter years of the
eonjurer.  In the eourse of his travels
Houdin visited Alelers and there aston-
Ishill the nntive Arabs, with his perfor-
manee of the gun tilek, which hedid In
A wny somewhat peculiar, At one of
his entertainmoents an old Arab admits
ted that Monsleur was, doubtlosa
greal magnician, but he shonld prefer
to uae one of his own pistols,  Hondin
said this might be done naxt day, after
he had invoked the powers to saaist
him. It wns s severa trial of skill, for
there was some danger in dealing with
n wary and suspiclous barbarian. Next
day the exploit eame off.  Hoodin only
stipulated that he should be allowed to
lond the pistol, the Arab handing him a
lenden bullet  from a sancerful from
which to make bis choloer, Thiv was
ngten to. Hondin, as every one thought,
dropped the leaden bullet into the ples
tol, but fnstend of doing so, he dropped
f pravions prepared sham bullet, which
digalved into dust on being fred.
“ Now,' aald the gonjurer to the Arab,
ke the plstol, and fire at me, T will
erteh tha bullet in my mouth,,' The
piitol was fired, and to the profound
dmazement of the crowd of Arabs,
Houdin took & leaden bullet out of his
mouth, which all admitted to ba the
bullet tlink hnd been selected from the
sancerful.  To stil further astonlsh the
company Houdin declared that by load.
iug with anotber leaden ball he would
bring blood out of & stone wall. All
wern eager to see this wonderful feat.
It was performed in a way differing lit-
tle from what had already taken place.
Instend of dropping & real ball into the
plstol Hoodin used a sham bullet filled
with red liquid, which dissolved on
striking the wall, Wonder tramendous,
We balieve that Anderson in his gun
tricks was similarly in the habit of sub-
sthuting light composition balls for real
bullets, and was equally sucessful, It
was nll a matter of sleight-of-hand. —
Chambers’ Journal.
